DARK CLOUD OVER 
KANSAS CITY SUNDAY 


KANSAS CITY, Mo. The fog that hovered 
over much of the Kansas City area Sun- 
day dissipated a few hours before the Chiefs and 
Panthers took the field at Arrowhead Stadium. 

Under sunny skies and temperatures that sur- 
passed 6o on the second day of December, chil- 
dren tossed footballs in the parking lots while 
tailgaters grilled burgers and music blared. 

Other than a brief moment of silence dedi- 
cated to all the victims of domestic violence and 
their families, the game had the look and feel of 
a typical NFL Sunday 

But for those affected by the events the pre- 
vious morning, when Chiefs linebacker Jovan 


Belcher committed suicide by shooting himself 
in the head outside the team’s practice facility 
just minutes after he shot and killed his girl- 
friend, Kasandra M. Perkins — the mother of 
the couple’s 3 -month-old daughter, Zoe— in 
a nearby neighborhood, it was anything but a 
typical football game. 

The battle between the teams with a com- 
bined four wins entering the day went off on 
schedule after Chiefs coach Romeo Crennel 
and the team’s captains decided to play the 
game instead of postponing it. Crennel and 
general manager Scott Pioli had been present 
when the 25-year-old Belcher took his life in a

parking lot just outside the stadium. 

“Particularly for the guys in the parking lot 
when Jovan took his life, I know this has to be 
incredibly difficult,” Chiefs Chairman Clark 
Hunt said before the game. “We have a lot of 
players that are really struggling, people who 
have spent countless hours with Jovan for sev- 
eral years — the linebacking group in particular. 

“There’s really nothing you can do to prepare 
for this,” Hunt added.

Logue on morals and 
his *SOA’ character

Donal Logue says that despite how they may 
come across to an audience, the characters 
he plays are “always utterly sympathetic to 
me.” So you won’t hear him talk about the po- 
tentially very dangerous man he’s playing on 
“Sons of Anarchy” as a bad guy 

“I’m not a jerk for being intense about 
someone smuggling a murder weapon in to 
kill my sister,” Logue said of the character, 
former U.S. Marshal Lee Toric. “It’s kind of 
‘Outlaw Josey Wales’ style— you picked the 
wrong person. ... If you mess with someone, 
you always take that risk that they have a fam- 
ily and they have people who are vengefully 
minded.” 

Logue mentioned “The Outlaw Josey 
Wales,” the 1976 Clint Eastwood movie about 
a man out for revenge for the murder of his 
wife and son, several times in a conference call 
with reporters. 

He understands the audience’s sympathies 
might lie with Jax (Charlie Hunnam), Tara 
(Maggie Siff) and other members of SAM- 
CRO. But he also believes Toric isn’t wrong 
for seeking vengeance on the people involved 
in the death of his sister, the prison nurse 
killed by Otto (“SOA” creator Kurt Sutter) in 
the season finale, airing at 9 p.m. Tuesday on 
FX. 

“I understand where the antihero stuff 
comes {from}, but I think Lee Toric’s game 
is, ‘I understand. You want to say in our world 
these things happen, and this is part of the 
game, and there’s collateral damage,’ ” he said. 
“I’m going to bring a shocking level of vio- 
lence to you to show you that your perspec- 
tive and perception of what is right and wrong 
is wrong. It’s a really powerful moral stance.” 

Logue said Toric’s story might not wrap up 



in the season finale. 

“I think it’s fair to say that whatever he’s got 
to do might take awhile to do,” Logue said. “I 
didn’t know exactly what the parameters were 
in talking about beyond [this season}. But I 
think Lee Toric is a pretty significant threat 
to these guys, and I’m implying that it could 
go somewhere deeper and further.”

What they are: High-fidelity stereo Blue- 
tooth on-ear headphones with a hidden mi- 
crophone from MEElectronics, a pioneer in 
affordable earphones. Three toggle switches 
on the right earphone control the power, 
Bluetooth pairing, phone calls, volume and 
music tracks. The headphones fold for travel 
and come with a carrying case, a USB charg- 
ing cord that plugs into the 3.5 mm audio jack 
and a cable for use with non-Bluetooth devic- 
es. The AF32 is available in many color varia- 
tions and is compatible with most Bluetooth 
phones and tablets, including iOS, Android 
and Windows systems. 

The good: Sweet sound for less than $100. 
The on-ear design reduces noise around you 
without any noise-cancellation feature. Mak- 
ing a hands-free call is a snap.

voice-activated call or ask Siri to call someone. 
Similarly, you can access music without touch- 
ing your iPhone. The folding feature makes 
the earphones compact to fit inside our carry- 
on, even when we over-pack.
